Tho State ot Soiiorn, whioli, with 
itsoastorii iioigbbor, Chili;ihuii, wliioli 
tho telegraph toUa ua is about to bo 
abaorbod by tho American Eopublic, 
is ono of tho richest minoral distriets 
of tho Eiiipiro. Gold, silver, mercury, 
copper, iron, etc., are known to 
abound there, but owing to tho con- 
tinoal state of anarotiy into which 
the unhappy country has been plung- 
ed from time immemorial, and the 
raids oi Indians, its minoral rosourcon 
have been but littlo developed. XTudor 
Spanish rule, soveral rich silver loads 
were opened; but after tho Spanish 
yoko had boon thrown off, tho couii'- 
try fell into the bands of two factions 
— the Gandara and Posquira — and 
the Apaohe tribe of Indians, tul<.- 
ing advantage of the confusion 
"Which resulted from the internociuo 
quarrel — swept tho intorioif of tho 
State as with a fiory bosom — soattor- 
ing destruction on all sides and oithor 
murdering the inhabitants or carr^'iiig 
them oil" into a state of hopoloss kIiiv- 
ery. For this roa^on, tho niines wore 
abandoned and nearly the wl>olo ol 
tho interior given up to tho Indians. 
Guaymas is the inuin port of Honoru j 
it contains about 3500 inhabitaiUs, and 
is situated on tlio Gull of California. 
Herraosillo is tho chief city, it is 
distant 90 n^ilos Guiiyraus in tho in- 
terior, and has -10,000 inhabitants. 
Tho houses aro built oi' adobos (sun- 
dried bricks) and stoiio. ITros, the 
capital of Sonora, has a jiopulation ol 
6,000. Tho country is traversed by 
the Cordilleras Mountains, but there 
ore many open plains, the soil oi which 
is generally arid, and is but lilLlu 
cultivated except in tho vicinity of tlie 
towns, where thoro aro some boauti^ 
ful gardens. The entire population oi 
Sonora is I39,.37.i, and its area is 100,- 
228 miles. V/ith Chihuahua in the 
possession of tho United States, no 
obstaclo exists to tho iniiuodiato con- 
Btruction of a lino of railroad from 
Now Orleans to Guaymas, a distance 
ot only 1000 miles, yucii a line would 
command tbo outiro Paciiie Coast 
trade. It would bo tbo high road to 
Aostralia, Japan aod Gbiua, and would 
command tho traffic of tbo world with 
those countries: As the land travel 
would be only a matter of a day and 
a half, its superiority over that viii 
San Francisco to the East, is apparent 
at a glance. Should the grant oi tbo 
States of Sonora and Chihuahua to 
the United States be oonsummaiod, :i 
fine country would be thrown open to 
civilization, and an artery established 
through which would flow the wealth 
of tho Orient la exchange for the 
products of tho Oocidont.
